-Th»tx 
prerogative rested with God alone. 
One's conscience;, would tell them 
whether or riot they were right in de- 
voting so much time to the pursuitrof 
pleasure. If they came to him asking "c 
advice as to card playing, dancing, the' 
theatre, etc., he would unhesitatingly 
advise them to let these things alone, 
for no good can coirie of them. It was:- 
not for him to lay down a rule as to 
what his congregation should or should 
not do. They, were supposed to exer- 
cise some discretion. Dr. Tappan also

hear men now and then say that 


they are not in favor of Mexicanjzing 
our country, meaning thereby that we 
d"o not want to go to a silver basis as 
Mexico has. These men don't know 
what they are talking about.' We don't 
want to be like Mexico because she is 
not so well civilized ,as we are. Her 
'citizens are mostly half breeds, a mix- 
ture of Spanish and Indian. The kind 
of money sho has cannot change the 
character of her people. 
We don't 


want to,be like Italy. Her people.gen- 
erally are the most miserable people in 
all Europe. She has a gold basis, but 
gold is not responsible for the character 
and speech 6f^ the Italians. Gold, or 
the lack of money, is no doubt in a 
great measure responsible for the de- 


plorable condition of Italy—not half so 


good as that of Mexico, which has a 
silver basis. We do not want to follow 
'either of these countries. We are in 
favor of both gold and silver—a me- 
tallic basis, and of all countries on the 
globe wo are most able to maintain such 
a basis, because wo mine immense 
quantities of both these precious metals. 


Hut let us see how Mexico is "Mexi- 


canized." Twenty years ago she was 
on a silver basis and she is still on a 
silver basis. Her money has never 
changed; a dollar in Mexico will buy 
just as much as it would twenty years 
ago. Then her wheat was worth a lit- 
tle more than a Mexicau dollar; it is 
still worth a little more thau one Mexi- 
can dollar. She feels no such depres- 
sion in the price of wheat as we do. 
Twenty years ago her dollar would 
buy 8 pounds of cotton. It buys just 
the same yet. Then 20 of her dollars 
would buy an acre of her land. It takes 
just tho same to buy that acre if it now 
has the same improvements. If you 
lived in Mexico 20 years ago and had 
purchased a piece of land for 53,000 
and had paid SS,000 ca&h and given 
your note for S3.000, you would have to 
sell tho same products now to pay that 
52,000 as you would then. In other 
words, the Moxicau dollar is neither 
dearer nor cheaper than it was 20years 
ago. Had you made this last bargain 
in the United States and had given 
your note for $3,000, it would take two 
times as much wheat, cotton, corn or 
anything else to pay it now. It would 
take almost the whole farm to pay the 
83,000, while the farmer in Mexico can 
still sell his farm for $5,000, because 
the dollars ho talks about are just the 
samo they wore 20 years ago. But 
United States dollars are worth almost 
twice what they, were 20 years ago. If 
Mexico had tried to please the money 
kings as we have done and made her 
money dear—had gone to a gold basis, 
that fartn would be in the hands of a 
receiver long ago; tens of thousands of 
his neighbors with him. Now how 
about being Moxicauized? It has not 
hurt Mexico. There has been no drop 
in prices in Mexico, only as genius or 
inventions have made them cheaper or 
scarcity has made them dearer. 


But yon say Mexico, with her^silver 


basis, cannot trade to advantage with 
gold basis countries. Well, why not? 
You say that her dollars are depreciat- 
ed. No, they are not. Ours^have ap- 
preciated, that's all. Tho Mexican dol- 
lar will buy as much tho world over as 
it would twenty yeurs ago. If you hap- 
pen to get hold of a Mexican dollar and 
go to a bank with it they will allow 
yon but 50 cents for it and you remem- 
ber in 1870 you could got 100 cents for 
tho samo dollar. Then it has depreciat- 
ad certainly, you say. No, it has not, 
It has not changed. 
Ib is our money 


that has changed, and we shall prove it 
to your satisfaction. In 1870 an Ameri- 
can was in Mexico and brought home 
with him 1,000 Mexican dollars. He 
found that ho could then buy 800 bush- 
els of wheat, 3,000 pounds of wool, 
8,000 pounds of cotton, 9,000 pounds of 
live hogs, 10 horses, 20 acres of best 
Meitjs crook or Wolf creek farm and 
other things at prices then ruling. The 
same man came from Mexico last week 
with 1,000 Mexican dollars. He found 
that ho could bay 1,000 bushels of wheat, 
more than 9,000 pounds of wool, 8,000 
pounds of cotton, 10 horses and 20 
acres of best Meigs creek or Wolf 
creek land. Mexican dollars have not 
changed then, have they ? If that man 
had hold the 1,000 Mexican dollars he 
had in 1870 ho could invest them now 
on exactly the same'terms in Mexico, 
or in the United States or anywhere in 
the world as he could then, But sup- 
pose he had received, in 1870, 1000 U. S. 
dollars and had held them until now, 
he could buy twice as much with them. 
Then our dollars have changed. They 
have grown dear, What a happy thing 
for our farmers'if they too had been 
Mexicanized twenty years ago and had 
stayed Mexioanized. Then they could 
have paid their debts, raade money and 
saved thoir homes. 


But tho bonded debt would have all 


been paid oft 
1 long ago anct the poor 


bondholder would not have been paid 
twice over. 'Twould have been a hard 
ship for the bondholder to have tauen 
the same kind of cheap dollars h 
agreed to take! Away with the Repub 
lican party that sold our fair lands 
Wall street and sent our before happj 
people begging, and -away with 'any 
Democrat from President down who is 
trying to lead his party in Republican 
footsteps.

TRAPPED. 


Twenty Convicts In a Burning Mlue—Two 


Uend and 
thft Otliom Almost Suffo- 


cated. 
BjitMiNOiiAM, Ala., Feb. 25, —A fire 


occurred in rock slope of the Tenri'es 
sec Coal, Iron and Railroad Co. mines, 
at Pratt City, Sunday morning, that 
resulted in the death of John Patton 
and Louis Stevens, two miners, and 
more or less serious injury to eighteen 
others. 
Twenty 
miners, all 
con 


victs, were in rock slope, near the air 
shaft, at 2:30 o'clock Sunday morn- 
inn-, when they detected the smell of 
smoke, and shortly afterward an im- 
mense volume of it came wheeling to- 
ward them from the engine room, 
which was between1 the air shaft and 
the cage leading1 out of the mine. 
The 


engine usually contains no fire, but is 
used to pump compressed air into the 
mines, hence the origin of the fire, 
which started in the engine room, is a 
mystery. 


Driven by the smoke, the twenty 


men hurried to the air shaft, and there 
huddled together to keep from suffo- 
cating. Meanwhile the smoke became 
thicker, as the fire issuing from the 
engine room seized seven trams, and 
just on the outside a lot of waste and 
oil, and burned furiously. Breathing 
became an affair of extreme difficulty. 


Twenty-three mules in the stable in 


the mines also felt the smoko and tried 
to escape, and tore about, kicking one 
another to death and making night 
hideous'with their cries. 


John Patten and Louis Stevens final- 


ly left tha crowd at the air shaft and 
tried to get to the cage shaft. 
They 


never' reached it, but .were afterward 
found beneath the engine rooms.' One 
of the men had his head beaten almost 
into a pulp,indicating that bo, had tried 
to kill himself rather than suffocate 
to death, 
Smoke seen issuing from 


the shaft brought help via the cage, 
and in three, hours the fire was out, 
and the 18 men at tho air shaft were 
brought up in a more or less serious 
condition from suffocation. The mules, 
worth^.3,000, were suffocated or ki/led 
by one another's kicks. News as to the 
condition of the rescued convicts is 
that thev will recover. 


EXPLORATIONS IN ASIA. 


Geographical Information of Value—One 


of the Explorer* Murdered. 


SAN FUASOISCO, Cal., Feb. 25.—Ad- 


vices from Shanghai, by steamer, give 
some interesting details about the mur- 
der of the French explorer, Dutrueill 
de Phins, near L'Hassa, last June, fur- 
nished by his companion, M. Qrenaurd, 
who reached Shanghai January 15. The 
two explorers started out in 1891, and 
tho first year was spent in Chinese 
Turkestan, climbing high mountains 
between that country and Thibet. 
Much of this mountainouscountry had 
never been explored. They failed to 
reach Thibet. 


The thir'd year they were successful 


in crossing the mountains, and they 
penetrated within three clays' journey 
of L'Hassa. Though they had Chinese 
•passports the Llamas were very hostile, 
and when they reached the Upper 
Yang-Tse they were attacked by rob- 
bers, who, Grenaurd after learned, 
were incited to this crime by Llamas.

v Even in modern times, as well as an- 
cient, has it been the,,pleasure of roan 
to enshrine in some" enduring form the 
memory of loved ones gone on before, 
and these memorials' have taken many 
shapes. More than two centuries ago 
Shah Jefian,-a potentate of -India, lost, 
his beloved wife, Mahal,' and erected 
for her a tomb,' which should tell to the 
world his thoug-hts of her. . 


For nearly two decades twenty thou- 


sand men. were, employed-to complete 
this structure, whose whiteness should" 
reflect her purity and virtue, and whose 
perfect symmetry indicate her loveli-, 
ness. All that boundless wealth aad 
^richest art and endless love could give 
were focussed in the superb "structure; 
now "known" as the "Taj"Mahal," :or 
tomb of .Mahal. It stands on a broad 
plain a little-way irom.the.city.of Agra,, 
with its snowy feet ba.thed in the 
river Jumna, High walls block out the 
garden where it lies from the turmoil 
of the king's highway, and a noble por- 
tal udmits one; in-the hallowed- pre- 
cinctat . .. 
• ' :: -

My "first v"iew..6f it was-by midnight. 


Directly before me was a long pond, 
bordered by stone walks, which were 
hemmed. In by lofty: cypress trees, 
throwing their.".pointed, heads far up 
in the evening1 'sky and away down at 
the end of the vista of 'shrubbery rose 
the famous Taj, matchless; imperial 
and almost angelic! 


It isp a square. structure, vvith four 


.corner domes and one immense central 
dome, all macle of the purest white 
marble. Its windows are screens ;of 
the same materials/and its adornments 
consist of mosaics and a profusion of 
delicate tracery in fair white marble. 
"With measured': tread and slow, one 
walks down this long aveiiue.and comes 
under the vc:y brow of the tomb, and 
feels the mighty greatness of Taj, with 
its-splendid dome rising like.a rounded 
cloud two hundred and fifty feet in the 
Indian heavens.

THE ICE RUSH. 


The First Performance on the Ohio 


Yesterday Rather Taine. 


Large Crowds Watcfi ffle Ice Fields Pass 


in Dress Parade. 


The Main Show n Quiet, Orderly, Sunday 


Performance-Some Side Shows More 


Thrilling and Exciting—Susie Brown 


Goes Down and the Wlmrfhoat 


Is Slightly Punished — No 


Gorged or Crush. 


The first break in the Ohio and the 


grand exodus of ico occurred yesterday 
afternoon. 
It was a comparatively 


tame performance and somewhat dis- 
appointing to the large crowds'of spec- 
tators. Tho public expected too much 
probably, but it was a typical and en- 
tirely 
appropriate 
Sunday 
affair, 


smooth and cfuiet and in keeping with 
the day. There were several side is- 
sues to the main performance_ which 
were, however, exciting and somewhat 
thrilling. But taking it all in all it 
di'dn't come up to advance notices. 


About two o'clock the several boats 


here announced the beginning of the 
performance by loud whistling. The 
people needed no further invitation, 
but swarmed the banks in crowds at 
every available point. The immense 
field of ice moved slowly and lazily, in 
fact at times appeared rather abashed 
and undecided whether to go on or 
wait and under cover of darkness make 
the grand rush. The crowds waited 
patiently for hours and the procession 
finally moved slowly but steadily. 
Susie Brown, who was lying near the 
wharf-boat saw the performance and 
hastily retreated. She steamed .down 
the 
Ohio and up into the Scioto 


out of danger, presumably, but really 
right into it. She had taken all pre- 
.cautions to prepare for the occasion, 
and had 
rested 
peacefully in the 


thought of absolute security. But in 
landing at the month of the Scioto she 
ran up on to some piling and had just 
gotten securely tied when it was dis- 
covered that she was sinking. The 
side of the hull was crushed in and she 
filled up rapidly, the rear end of the 
boat disappearing in short order. Tho 
water soon coverad- tho front, leaving 
but a small portion of the bow and the 
pilothouse above water. The crew 
worked rapidly to get the fire out and" 
prevent an explosion. The accident, 
while serious, was not attended by any 
injuries or avoidable damage.

The 
side of the wharf-boat was crushed and 
the water rushed in, soon filling the hull. 
The damage was 
not 
as bad as 


was at first expected. Workmen put 
in an extra partition, or bulkhead, 
"about five feet from the main, bulk- 
head, and this will keep the boat afloat 
until it is possible to turn it and .repair 
the other side, 


Tho tow-boats, "Ark," "John W. 


Ailes" and "George W. Moredock," 
had secured snug positions" in behind 
the ico piors near the water works, and 
gathering their helpless barges around 
them, turned 
those lifeless objects 


to some reciprocal use, The "Belle of 
Ashland," tho "upper" ferry boat, also 
sneaked in under cover. 
Thus pro- 


tected, tho boats got up steam and 
fought against the moving mountain 
of ice and successfully weathered the 
attack.

The only damage done in this fleet 


was to tho Ark's fuel boat, the side of 
which was crushed in. 


The ice floated by without any other 


serious damage, and without any excit-. 
ing or thrilling incidents. There were 
no immense gorges, piling1 up of large 
cakes, loud crashing and crushing, or 
atJy of those blood-curdling concomi- 
tants usually attending such a perform- 
ance.

It is prepared 
for the convenience of those who for 
the first time are permitted the privi- 
lege of exercising tbe electic franchise 
in the choice of school officers. 
Asa to 


who may vote he says : 


Every woman born or naturalized in 


the United States, of the age of twenty- 
one years andupward, who shall have 
been a resident of the state one year, 
of the couuty thirty days and the town, 
township or other; election district 
twenty days preceding the election for 
the purpose of choosing any school di- 
rector, member of the board of educa- 
tion or school council, under the gen* 
eral or special laws of the state, is en- 
'titled to vote and be voted for at such 
election for any such officer or officers. 


Women residing in cities haying reg- 


istration will be required to register 
before being permitted to vote. The 
days for registration this year will be 
March 22d and 23d, from 8 o'clock a. m. 
to 1 o'clock p. m., and from 4 o'clock 
p. m. to 9 o'clock p. m. each day. 


Under the head of nominations the 


synopsis goes on to tell how the"~fair 
ones may take part in the primary con- 
ventions of any party whose principles 
they endorse. 
On the other, hand, if 


they do not wish to endorse any of the 
old parties they may get up one to suit 
themselves, the nominees to be en- 
dorsed by at least fwenty^ve women 
electors of the school district This 
process is detailed at some length, but 
it is hardly probable that .the women 
will start to turning out new political 
parties this their first year in the busi- 
ness. : 
. 


In each voting precinct there will be 


a separate ballot box for all ballots, 
whether from men or women,- voting 
for school officers. There will also be 
separate poll-books and separate bal- 
.ots. The synopsis closes with instruc- 
tions how to mark and pre'pare the 
Australian ballots, but your husband, 
'ather or lover can explain that easie 
than it could be learned from written 
instructions.

Taylor's, synopsis. 
He doesn't say 


word about election hats or gowns. 
That is certainly an important ques 
,tion, but the ladies will have to settl 
it for themselves .this spring, and then 
next year they will have the successes 
and defeats of this year to regulate by.
